However, the Commission fail-

- The planned revision of the 
atomic energy agreement aims 
at revision of four items. The 
two most important changes en- 
visaged are: 1.

That the total amount 
of enriched uranium be increas- 
ed to six kilograms. ° .

A’ general policy for compil- 
ing :the fiscal 1957 budget will 
be ‘determined ‘at a Cabinet 
rheeting Tuesday afternoon with 
emphasis on the “positive polli- 
cies” of the new Ishibashi Gov- 
ernment and a wide-scale tax 
reduction. © vs 
. The Cabinet conference, the 
first of this year, will make 
the decision after studying a 
draft plan of the Finance Min- 
istry. According to the opinion 
of Finance Minister Havyato 
Ikeda, this draft plan wil) differ 
littie from the basic policy: on 
budget compilation, which was 
adopted Dec, 27 by. the Liberal- 
Democratic Party's Policy Board. 
This draft plan wil incorpo- 
rate an increase in freight rates 
of the. National Railways, con- 
centrated investment of Govern- 
ment funds in housing construc- 
tion and reexamination of the 
foodstuff control system includ- 
ing the rice price. 

However, the Ministry's draft 
plan will give no fixed budget 
total or detailed budget: esti- 
mates or amount of the proapos- 
ed tax reduction. The Ministry 
is expected to submit to the 
Cabinet a. more detailed plan, 
including these Agures, by .next 
Monday. 

Finance Ministry officiais con- 
ferred on the ~ budget plan 
throughout Monday.

ANIMAL TALK 


‘By ALAN ZAHN, VMD — 
Hernia in Pets : 
It is not an infrequent ex- 
perience upon examining a dog 


| or cat, but more frequently a 


‘Cog; to find that a hernia or 
hernias are existent in the anl- 
mal, Quite often owners express 
surprise upon, being told that 
this condition, exists ‘at all in 
their pet, stating that they never 
knew: that. animals could de- 
velop this condition. 

As stated above, they are by 


‘no means uncommon and are 


composed of several types 
whith are common in their oc- 
currence in man. By name, 
they are umbilical,. inguinal, 
scrotal (in the male only), 


ventral and diaphragmatic. 


With no reservations the um- 
hilical hernia is most common- 
ly found. As in man {t js usual- 
ly a congenital condition and 
appears as a hard lump or soft 
swelling at the navel site. Ob- 
viously, it is more readily nv- 
ticeable 
than in those with long hair. it 
is considered’ to be a hereditary 
condition and ethical breeders 
will not breed those animals 
when the hernia is manifested 
in the offspring. 

This type of. hernia -usuailly 
causes the least trouble al- 
though at times they do in- 
crease in size or cause further 
complication by virtue of the 
fact that abdominal organs are 
contained ‘in the ‘hernia sac 
rather. than just. fatty econnec- 
tive- tissue. 

If the hernia is small and is 
what is known as reducible, 
your. veterinarian can advise 
you and improvise a support. 
In any case.vyour veterinarian 
should be consulted if you have 
reason to find that the hernia 
is getting bigger or.is causing 
the animal: distress, for by cor- 
rective surgical procedures the 


discomfort and danger to your 


pet's life. can be removed,

Twelve Years in the Jungle

The Tale of. Fou our Survivors of the Pacific War 


| By SHIGEICHI YAMAMOTO 


As Told to Ray Falk. 


“KI-TANABE—For 12 years 
we four survivors of the 
Pacific War lived like primitive 
men in the jungle mountains 
of the Southern Philippines 
surrounded by the wild _Man- 
gyan tribe. 


‘We started practically at the 
dawn cf civilization. 
nothing, only the uniforms on 
our backs and our rifles and 
anymunition. The latter were 
of little use to us. 


We four—Jintaro. Ishii, 26, 
Masaji Izumida, 44, Juhej Na- 
kano, 35, and myself 35—were + 
steeped in the knowledge of the 
farm and toughened to the cold 
and hard life. 
Our five brothers, all-city a 
and mannered, died. 


. We learned to live off our 
surroundings, We caught mon- 
keys, ate their meat and dressed 
ourselves in their skin. We 


earned to grind herbs {nto med- ° 


icines, although I think that’s 
more superstition than sclence, 
We started from scratch and 
made our household and farm- 
ing utensils. We made our 
own musical instruments and 
amused ourselves by inventing 
new games. | 


I kept a diary on “wooden 
tablets the way prehistoric man 
chiseled his thoughts on stone. 
I made a.calendar for these 
many long vears and found 
when we reached Manila that 
1 was only nine days _ off. 

But these are all things that 


become part of our. daily lives. 


What we remember most vivid- 
Iv are the dying days of our 
five brothers, the unsuccessful 
attack against an American air- 
field and our disorganized re- 
treat into the mountains. 

The five died painfully. They 
succumbed to dengue fever, 
malaria and stomach illnesses. 
Thev suffered greatly, They 
would lie in their bunks, de- 
lirlous with fevér, shouting

sand Years) fo the Emperor and 
to the Great Japanese Empire. 

When the fever subsided they 
were in such great. pain they 
wanted to commit — suicide. 
They would: call for hand gre- 
nades or ask us, the well ones 
to put them out of their misery.

We had no modern 
medicines, 

Although we drank grass 
-jJulces for toothaches and head- 
aches there was only one medi- 
cine that seemed to.do us any 
good. We found a rose, the 
size of a forefinger, which we. 
boiled in water. Drinking the 
rose syrup relieved our stom- 
‘achaches. 

When one of our. brothers 
died we would cut off some of 


his hair and his fingernails, as. 


is the Japanese custom, and 
place these in the little Yasu- 
kuni shrine we -had‘in our. liv- 
ing room, (The Yasukuni 
Shinto Shrine in Tokyo is de-. 
dicated to all of.Japan’s war 
dead.) Morning and evening 
we offered sweet potatoes to 
the gods. On the 12th day of 
each month we held a little 
festival in honor of Corporal 
Takenaka, the first of us’ nine 
to die, On that day we killed

In all those years we never 
suffered from hunger, We al 
ways had a full stomach. But 
We never had enough calories, 
vitamins and other necessities 
to remain healthy. 

The diet played havoc with 
our teeth and gums, My teeth 
became so loose you could ak 
most hear them rattle. My gums 
became so soft and sore, it be 
came difficult - for me to even 
suck on food, 

Our second clearest recollecs 
tion is of our going to war. I 
was a second lNewtenant way 
back there in 1944. We sailed 
from Japart.for the Philippines 
around Dec. 15, and landed on 
Mindoro Island. Many of my 
men were completely green. 
They were not much More than 
civilians in uniform. They had 
been drafted and there had been 
mo time for military training. 


The young officers and non-com? 


were expected to teach. the men 
along the way. 

In February, we were assign- 
ed our mission, which turned 
out to be our first and last. bat- 
tle. . Each man had a rifle and 
besides that had been issued six 
sticks of dynamite, 

The men had. camouflaged 
themselves. They wore leaves 
on their helmets and carried 
branches to: blend with the 
countryside,, From time to time 
my squad leaders would whis- 
per “shu, shu” to keep the re- 
cruits from making to much 
noise. The squad leaders and 
1 had white strips of cloth and 
our plan was to wear this white 
cloth as a sign for the attack 
to begin. 

But we never had a chance 
to use the white cloth. . What 
happened after isn’t quite clear 
to this day. I have tried to tai

_AS I mentioned a minute ago, 
our target was the San Jose 
Airfield.

‘the fire came from the airfield

WASHINGTON—In outlining 
his proposals for a new United 
States policy in -the Middle 
East, the President. made it 
clear that there is to be no in- 
terference in the affairs of the 
nations of the Middle East and 
that the ultimate remedy for 
the basic problems of the Mid- 
die East’ would have to come 
from the peoples there them- 
selves. He outlined four pointe, 
that is he said that “the action 
which he would propose wouid 
have four features. 

First, it would authorize the 
United States to cooperate wit 
and to assist:any nation or 
group of nations in the general 
area of the Middle East in the 
development of 
strength dedicated to the main- 
tenance of national independ- 
ence. The key. words there, of 
are “the developmént 
of economic strength.” And the 
President said that his proposals 
—the second feature it would 


‘+s havyve—would be authorization 
for the executive to undertake 


in the Middle East a program 
of military assistance and mili- 
tary cooperation with any Nna- 
tion or group of nations which 
desire such aid, and it is im- 
portant to note the words 
“which desire such aid,” again 
recognizing the sovereignty of 
the nations in that area. ° 

The third feature of the Pres- 
ident’s program, he said, would 
be to authorize such ‘assistance 
and cooperation to include the 
employment of armed forces of 


‘ the United States to secure and 


protect the territorial integrity 
and the political independence 
of the nations of the Middl East 
requesting such aid and ,again 
in those words “requesting such 
aid” there. is the recognition that 
the soyereignty 
of tha area must be respected 
at all times. And the President 
also said in connection with this 
point of .using United. States 
armed forces in the Middle East 
if necessary and if: requested, 
the President said that these 
measures would have to be con- 
sonant with the treaty. obliga- 
tions of the United States, in- 
cluding its obligations.under the 
Charter of the United Nations. 


The President had said earlier 
in the speech that the United 
Nations is helpful; it is not al- 
wavs dependable, but he insisted 
that it must be a first resort in 
time of emergency. And if any 
armed attack occurred in the 
anv action 


military action, would be sub- 
ject to the overriding authority 
of the Security Council in ae- 
cordance with the Charter. 
And the President’s final pro- 
posal dealt with. the financing 
of these measures. He said that 
the. President should be au- 
thorized .to apply for economic 
and defensive military purposes 
sums available under the mu- 
tual security act of 1954. He 
said that he would not request 
any money this year, but that 
he would in the next fiscal vears, 
showing that he has in mind a 
jong-term program and a fuil- 
scaie program of aid to the peo- 
ples of the Middle East.

The new Communist warfare 
is based on mind attack. Mili- 
tary terminojogy, describes it 
perfectly. Such 
lery attack, diversionary attack, 
air attack and gas attack have 
become familiar. Mind attack is 
a natural extension of all these. 
Nowadays our people must be 
given training to survive under 
this new man-made menace. 
Free ‘society must teach each 
man and woman that this is 
everyune'’s business, for every- 


one is the target of total war. 


There is no front and no rear. in 
mind warfare, 

Mr. Hunter sees the elements 
that give a man mora! strength 
are just as definable as those 
that give him physical strength, 
Out of the experiences. of all 
those brainwashed persons he 
educes a practical and a satisfy- 
ing pattern for survival against 
‘mental pressures. 

The first element that came 
under his notice was faith.

They credited strong convie- 
tions, too, with playing a 
decisive role in their struggle 
for stamina.

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put their victim in agony by 
arousing an exaggerated sense 
of personal responsibility ana-~ 
guilt. 

The only way this obsessive 
pressure can be beaten Is by 
relieving the mind,. giving it 
other thoughts. The Reverend 
Olin Stockwell, one of , the 
earliest victims of brainwash- 
ing in China, was in solitary 
confinement for 14 months and 
then was hurled into an inten- 
sive course of brainwashing 
that lasted nine and a half 
more months. The Reds were 
confident that 14 months of 
isolation for a man who had 
been accustomed to group work 
all his life would make a mush 
of his whole’ mental apparatus 
and put him. in perfect shape 
for “re-education.” 

Yet in all that siege against 
him, they were unable to win 
his mind. During his enforced 
idleness, he wrote about 65 
limericks and composed 128 
poems, so that he had no time. 


left to worry about the Reds.
